With tho 
exception of_ the “Italian battleship 
Leonardo -da Finci, the Glatton is tho 
heaviest vessel that kas ever been lifted, 
| whilst she is the only ship that has ever 
deen ‘aalved and carried inshore a dis 
tancey of nbout 1.400ft., at an angle of 
.6odeg., with all her guns (two fin, and 
four Gin.) and equipment intact. The 
scheme for raising this vessel. was that 
fof Captain John Tron, ‘the Dover Har- 
bour Master, who personally supervised’ 
the salvage. ‘The history of the opera. 
|tions makes: interesting ‘reading. . 

The work was'started in May, 192%. the 
first steps being to have a general suryey 
by divers to ascertain thy position and 
condition of things under. water. The 
Glatton was foand to have turned over 
to in angle of 6édeg., at a depth of soft., 
and to be apparently resting on the bar- 
bette of the starboard sin. gun, the upper 
edge of the boat deck, and the top of the 
conning tower. Before this could be 
fully ascertained, -however, 12,000 tons ‘of 
mud that had collected under the decks, 
between the port gunwale and the ground, 
had to be cleared away. This, on ac 
count of wreckage, could only be done 
hy centrifugal pumps, and took a con-
